Miscellaneous Business
Following the deliberations, the board conducted its miscellaneous business as follows:

1. Chilkat and Taku Rivers wild king salmon work group

The board discussed evolving concerns regarding king salmon returns to the Chilkat and
Taku River systems. In anticipation of further review on the river systems, the board
established a Chilkat and Taku Rivers wild king salmon work group. The work group
will be led by Member Jensen. It will include a diverse group of agency personnel and
stakeholders from subsistence, commercial, sport, and personal use segments. The
purpose of the work group is to review current research and data, provide perspective to
the department, and exchange information.

2. Emergency petition email polling

The board discussed a recent court action that made unlawful the board’s long-standing
practice of email polling of the board to determine if a meeting is warranted to review
an emergency petition. The Department of Law briefed the board on the Board of
Game’s recent policy, RC 141, that delegates authority to the commissioner to make a
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determination of whether a meeting was warranted. The board determined to put the

Members Jeffrey and Jensen provided a report on the most recent February 18, Gulf of
Alaska state-waters pollock work group. From that effort, the board agreed to revise the
call for proposal to seek state-waters pollock proposals to be deliberated on at the March
2016 Statewide finfish meeting.

4. Letter to Commercial Fisheries Entry Commission (CFEC) for Sitka Sound
herring pounds

Member Kluberton discussed his letter (RC 142) to CFEC to express the board’s interest

in CFEC’s favorable consideration of conducting a regulatory process that would permit

the ability for herring pound operations in Sitka Sound.

5. Board Generated Proposal A — Revisions to 5 AAC 33.387

The board accepted Board Generated Proposal A, as captured in RC 128, and approved
it with unanimous consent. The proposal changed the reference from a specific hatchery
operator (Kake Non-Profit Fisheries Corporation) is a more general reference to
“hatchery operator”.

6. Report on Yukon Panel Participation

Member Huntington attended and participated in the December 2014 Yukon River
Panel in Anchorage as a Board of Fisheries member.
